New the greeru have been gath¬ 
ered and arranged, though, U Is Inter¬ 
esting to speculate on the origins of 
this curious custom of decorating the 
house with holly, mistletoe and fir 
branches. 

Contrary to popular opinion, the 
use of greenery dates from a pagan 
and not a Christian era. U wai the 


custom of the old Romans, well over 
2.000 years ago. to send evergreen 
boughs to their friends during lt)e 
festival of SatuinaUa, celebrated at 
the same time of the year a.s our 
Chrurtmaa. These gift boughs were 
hung In the halls and houaei where 
later there were strange pagan faasis. 
rituals and wildest of orirles. and the 
greenery was believed to ward off tho 
attentions of elves and imps wtw fre¬ 
quent auch gatherings, protecting the 
revellers below. 


The custom was banned by the 
prelates of the early Christian church, 
but the Roman Christians disiegarded 
the edict, continuing the practice of 
decorating with holly and fir, and in 
the course of time hitched it up with 
their-own faith. 

The use of rmsUebie also goes 
back to pagan times In the dim 
forests of early Britain, the Druids 
gathered it from the branches of the 
great oak tree* In a solemn ceremony, 
distributing Its twigs among the as¬ 
sembled worshippers. The mistletoe 
had to be cut by the archpriest him¬ 
self, using a g^rii knife, and was 
caught in the outstretched robes of 


the priests below. If a piece touclied 
the ground, it was conaiderad a bad 
omen. The mislleUM twigs ware takao 
home and hung up as a safeguard 
agaiast wntches, solcerrrs and the evil 
ey e. and as a rsoiedy against poisona 
* a * 

Even earlier in histarj.Jhe mistle 
toe was acquiring a legendary repu¬ 
tation in the Scandinavian countries. 
When the Nersa guddeia Freyja had 
a Mn. Balder, she made potani spells 
protecting him from the tour etements 

fire. air. earth and water- - and all 
the plants of the eaith ware rxMde lo 
protrtlse not to harm him. But the 
misUeto^ being not of the earth, was 
meitook^ and jealous Loki fashioned 
a dart of mistletoe wood and induced 
blind Kodei to shoot it. It stri^ 
Balder, who fell to the ground dt^d. 

In remorse, the mistletoe became 
a plant of peace, and a twig of the 
parasite was used as an emblem of 
peaceful intent, just as ihr uliso 
branch symbolizes peace In the south¬ 
ern countries. A bit of mistletoe was 
received svith a kiss of welcome and 
friendship a custom which becama 
the "Kissing Bough ' of medieval Kng 
land, which we have appropriated at 
Christmas iu oui- own good ends.
